remained in the tunnel, soldiers were sent 
in from behind, 
and

unfortunate 


wretchos were eiinght between tho two fires 
and were all shot down. The proceedings 
seemed to give the officials much aruufee- 
mont, and the directors of Kieff Prison have 
been praised iiud decorated for having acted 
with such cleverness and decision. 


BRUTAL TREATMENT OF PHISONEKS. 


The correspondent adds that quite in 


keeping with this is the statement published 
by the JKussian chaplain in the central 
prison at Charkolf in an official Eparehialn 
Wedouierti (diocesan intelligence). He de- 
clares that of five hundred persona detained 
at that prison two hundred died within four 
months. One of the heaviest charges made 
by tbo Kihiliols against tbo Hussion official 
administration was tho brutal treatrnent'of 
prisoners, in consequence of which the 
health of moat of them was broken down, 
many dying and some being driven mad.
